licensed to do business within a state if 50 percentum of its capital 
stock or upward was owned or held by any other corporatoiu, domes- 
tic or foreign; and that if at any time after obtaining such a license, 
more than 50 percentum of the capital stock of such corporation should 
be acquired by another corporation, the license should he ipso facto 
vacated. 


The device of the holding corporation is the only thing which has 


made possible tho rapid growth of the great trusts and monopolies, 
and a prohibition such as stated would go far In the right direction.'

convictions of tho guilty upon pure- 
ly technical questions is tho primu 
cause of want of confidence in thr;
